_ REMARKABLE ¢ CIVIL couRT. 
STORY.. 


$13,000 “CLAIMED. 
* Singapore, May 16.. 

The remarkable story of how, 
fowr years .ago, M. Yves du 
Courthial, the late French Consul, 
Singapore, shortly after being 
transferred from Hong Kong, sent 
home to Paris most of the valu- 
able curloa collected by him whilst 
in. China and elsewhere together 
with many articles of furniture, 
valued in al! at $20,000 many of 
which upon arrival were found to 
be serjously damaged, came to 
Nght in the Supreme Court before 
Mr. Justice Stevens yesterday. 

The facts were outlined in the 
action brought by M. Courthial 
against the Assurance Franco- 
Aalatique from: whom complainant 
claimed nearly $18,000 under an 
insurance policy ,for damage al- 
leged to have bean done to his pos- 
sessions _ during transit to Le 
Havre by the French . steamer 
Amiral Latouche Treville and from 
there to Paris by train. Over 
$7,000-were claimed in respect of 
goods irreparably damaged and ¢ 
further $6,000 for repairs to other 
articles and depreciation in respect 
of same. , - 

The action came “to a dramatic 
conclusion after. complainant’s 
case had been outlined, His Lord: 
ship dismissing the claim on the 

rounds ‘that the contract for the 
msurance policy was vitiated at 
the start by complainant’s failure 
to supply certain easantial particu- 
lars. 

Counsel engaged. in the case 
were’Mr. Demuth for the complain: 
ant and Messrs. Roland Braddell 
and Spencer Wilkinson for the de- 
fendants. 

The story was unfolded by Mr. 
‘Demuth who stated that M. 
Courthial was ‘transferred to 
Singapore from, Hong Kong in 
March 1926. In the years previous 
to coming to Singapore he and his 
wife had collected. curios and 
various objets d’art. which, upon 
hia transfer,-he had had packed by 
expert packers in Hong Kong.

Some of the goods (continued the 
evidence of Mrs. Courthial) were 
not broken beyond’ repair and in 
reapect of these $6,000 was claim- 
ed for repairs and depreciation. 

Tt waa stated that av expert In 
Chinese porcelain was brought in 
to examine the articles, 
Champagne Bottles. and Buddhas. 

The evidence of the plaintiff 
himself disclosed that the cases 


opened in Singapore and kept here, | : 


mostly contained furniture though 
there was some porcelain as well, 
Neither was broken—or even ‘cer- 
tain bottles of champagne upon 
‘which he had pald duty. 
paid more than.$700 for some of 
his curios. There were three 
Buddhas for which -he had paid 
$5,000, He had received informa- 
tion that all threa -were broken.. 
Mrs. Courthtal was a connoisseur 
of curlos; He remembered the 
prices 80 well because he had often 
told his friends, He had collected 
curios in Mauritius, Porto | Rico 
and Hong Kong and could remem- 
ber the prices of. almost all ‘of 
them. Some’ of the furniture 
damaged was valuable also.’ 

After the luncheon adjournment 
the action took a new turn’ when 
His Lordship said that when a per- 
son wanted to insure goods against 
breakage he muat know that tho 
goods" were intact, In this case 
the plaintiff did» not know whether 
or not the contents of the cases 
which he ‘insured with the’ defen- 
dant firm were ‘Intact because they 
had not. been opened after’ the 
voyage from Hong Kong to Singa- 
pore. As that was so he should 
have ‘acqyainted the. manager with

Sir Deniiisfoun Burney’ 8 
" Forecast. 


Commander Sir C. Dennistoun 
Burney, lecturing at the Royal 
United Service Institution, White. 
hall, on “The Influence of Aircraft 
on Sea Power,” contended that in 
future Great Britain would requixe 
a larger instead of a smaller Navy 
if she were to maintain a sea 
strength adequate to requirements 
of Imperial defence. 

“Our-Navy must be greater, ” he 
snid, “not because other navies are 
operating” over a much bigger |° 
area.” ae ott 

The focus of naval power' was 
now in the Pacific, and Great 
Britain would, ...therefore, have 
three times the Water service to 
patrol than she had to supervise in 
the Atlantic, the North Sea, and 
the Mediterranean. 

But by reason of the limitations 
of internatipnal agreements | and 
because we could not at present 
afford it a larger Navy was out of 
the question. The Navy, therefore, 
must fook to’ the Air Force for 
assistance. Air power had not 
deatroyed the utility of navies, but 
was forcing into being a new type 
of Navy of which’ aircraft’ would 
be an indispensable part. 

Forecasting the type of ‘aircraft 
which would play an important 
part’ in warfare and merchandise 
in 10 or 15 years’ time, Sir Dennis- 


"7 toun’ Burney said there would pos- 


sibly be a rigid aircraft capable 
of a cruising speed of 90 miles an 
hour. and of carrying a pay load, 
exclusive of crew and fuel, ‘of ‘50 
tons, with a range of between 
5,000 and 7,000 miles, and probably 
three times that range at a cruis- 
ing speed of 60 imiles an hour.

The following is the second article 
contributed by “Lux” on Educa-

1. The scale for European, Maa- 
ters—"We recommend that thelr 
scale should be £600, rising to,£950 
per annum by 5 annual increments 
of £30, 2 of £60, and 5 further 
increments of £80.

Note.—The starting ‘salarids and 
the maximum salaries are uineces- 
sarily high if the whole of the salary 
is to be paid at the rate of exchange 
now prevailing.

PIRACY PREVENTION 


Russian Armed Guards 
ToBe Employed. — 


ON SOUTH BOUND VESSELS. 
Shanghai, May 19. 

It was learned authoritatively 
yesterday -that Russian" armed 
guards are to be used on vessels 
plying in Southern waters as ‘a 
measure of protection against 
pirate attacks. Owing to the in- 
creased number of piracies in the 
waters aroun Hong ~ Kong, 
Swatow, Amoy and Canton,’ ship- 
ping companies have been casting 
around for a means to prevent. the 
enormoug losses from these: at- 
tacks. In view of the fact that the 
British Government recently decid- 
ed to discontinue the placing of 
armed military guards on ' board 
British vessels trading in South 
China waters, the companies had 
te look elsewhere for protection. 

After considerable discussion on 
‘the matter, British companies de- 
cided to employ armed Russians as 
guards on these vessels. For some 
time past Russians. have been 
gradually enllated, preference be- 
ing given to men with military ex- 
perience familiar with the use of 
arms. One of the stipulations for 
those offering their services is that 
they shall be under 30 years of age 
and unmarried. 

‘According to the ‘Russion news- 
papers “Slovo” and Vremia,” : the 
Shanghai Municipal Pollce are 
conducting the examination of ap- 
plicants: who have to report to 
Captain Kennedy, Assistant Com- 
missioner of Police. The first ex- 
amination of 60 applicants’ was 
held on Saturday whgn it ig-under- 
atdod that 60 men’ were selected. 
These men will ‘be engaged,. on 
vessels belonging. to: British ship- 
ping companies, upon application, 
and .will be -‘fssued ‘with special 
military. uniform and ‘rifles. 

This new acheme''of “ guarding 
vessels has been fevised after full 
consideration of.all aspects of the 
menace, and is regarded as the 
only solution to the trouble now 
that the Britis’ military guarda 


‘| have been withdrawn. 


It is reported that the pay of 
an, ordinary guard will be $50 per 
month in addition to uniform, 
board and lodging. ee
